BMT  aided 

Geneva  sale  helped  by  USX

A  spokesman  for  Basic  Manufac¬ 
turing  and  Technology  Tuesday  con¬ 
firmed  that  United  States  Steel  Cor¬ 
poration  will  play  a  major  part  in  the 
financing  of  BMT’s  purchase  of  U SX’s 
Orem/Geneva  Works. 

Robert  Fox  of  BMT  said  the  finan¬ 
cial  transaction  between  the  two  com¬ 
panies  would  include  a  payment  of 
cash  as  well  as  the  holding  of  a  “note” 
by  USX.  “All  this  means  is  that  we 
will  be  making  payments  to  USX  on 
the  purchase,”  Fox  said.  “It  is  a  typi¬ 
cal  buyout  arrangement.” 

Several  former  Geneva  workers 
had  voiced  concerns  during  the  past 
weeks  that  BMT  was  simply  a  shell 
company  set  up  by  USX  to  rid  itself  of 
financial  obligations.  If  the  plant 
closed  as  announced  on  July  1,  USX 
would  have  incurred  closure  and 
reclamation  costs  in  the  nine-  or  10- 
figure  range. 

However,  Ron  Eager,  a  public  rela¬ 
tions  spokesman  for  BMT,  said  the 
agreement  with  USX  is  “not  to  be 
misconstrued  as  USX  being  an  equity 
partner  in  Geneva  under  BMT.  There 
is  no  greater  affiliation  between  USX 
and  BMT  than  there  is  between  my¬ 
self  and  a  bank.  They  are  simply  a 
lender.” 

BMT  Chairman  of  the  Board 
Joseph  Cannon  confirmed  USX  is  not 
financing  the  deal,  only  “holding  pa¬ 
per,”  which  Cannon  said  means  once 
the  unspecified  amount  is  paid  off, 
there  will  be  no  affiliation  with  USX. 

Eager  said  it  is  unlikely  terms  or 
amounts  of  the  sale  will  ever  be  made 
public,  but  BMT  officials  are  “very, 
very  confident”  financing  arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  finalized  by  the  middle 
of  the  month. 

Fox  said  Monday’s  announcement 
of  an  extension  of  the  sale  deadline  to 
July  15  by  USX  may  have  been  misin¬ 
terpreted  to  mean  BMT  is  having  dif¬ 
ficulties  obtaining  financing  to  com¬ 
plete  the  deal.  “Actually  we  are  doing 
well  putting  the  financing  together. 
Boettcher  and  Company,  who  are  fi¬ 
nancing  the  sale  for  us,  are  really  opti¬ 
mistic  financing  can  be  completed  be¬ 
fore  July  15,”  Fox  said. 

The  main  point  of  the  deadline  ex¬ 
tension  announcement,  according  to 
Eager,  was  that  USX  and  BMT  offi¬ 
cials  signed  a  definitive  agreement  for 
the  sale.  “The  previous  agreement 
was  only  tentative.  This  is  the  final 
contract  for  sale,”  Eager  said.  “I  don’t 
think  USX  would  sign  this  type  of 
contract  if  they  weren’t  confident  we 
could  get  the  financing  together.” 


Cannon  said  the  agreement,  which 
was  signed  Friday  in  Pittsburgh,  ba¬ 
sically  finalizes  the  sale  of  the  Orem 
plant  to  BMT.  “All  that  has  to  happen 
now  is  for  someone  to  write  a  check  to 
someone  else,”  he  said. 

The  extension  was  made  to  allow 
BMT  to  pull  all  the  various  aspects  of 
the  financing  together,  Cannon  said. 
“It  takes  a  lot  of  time  to  evaluate  a 
deal  like  this.  People  are  sent  out  to 
look  over  the  plant  and  others  want  to 
go  over  accounting  records.  We  have 
gotten  a  big-eight  accounting  firm  to 
do  our  accounting  work  for  us  and  the 
financing  people  still  want  to  go  over 
their  records  even  though  they’re  an 
independent  firm. 

“It  just  takes  time  and  it  does  get 
frustrating,”  he  said. “In  addition  to 
getting  money  for  the  purchase,  we 
have  to  establish  credit  that  will  cover 
start  up  and  operating  costs  at  the 
plant.” 

If  the  deal  is  finalized  by  July  15, 
Eager  anticipates  steel  production 
would  begin  in  mid-August.  Former 
Geneva  workers  last  week  ratified  a 
contract  enabling  them  to  go  to  work 
under  BMT.  Company  officials  have 
said  they  will  employ  800  to  1,000  of 
the  1,900  former  workers. 

The  ratified  contract  contained 
wage  and  benefit  concessions  Cannon 
said  were  essential  to  the  financing. 
“The  labor  agreement  was  pivotal  to 
the  sale  in  that  it  made  the  deal  bank¬ 
able,”  he  said. 

When  the  plant  begins  production, 
Cannon  said  BMT  will  operate  only 
one  of  three  blast  furnaces,  and  will 
aim  for  a  smaller  market  than  did 
USX.  “We  feel  highly  confident  that 
there  is  a  market  for  Geneva-  pro¬ 
duced  steel,”  he  said.  “There  is  not  a 
day  goes  by  that  we  don’t  get  calls 
from  potential  customers  here  in  the 
West  and  in  the  East.  We  have  people 
who  want  to  buy  steel  now.” 

“We  are  pretty  confident  in  the 
market  right  now.  But  I’m  not  a 
prophet,  I  can’t  say  what  will  happen 
a  year  from  now.” 

Eager  said  Geneva  will  be  able  to 
look  for  buyers  in  the  East,  some¬ 
thing  it  could  not  do  under  USX  be¬ 
cause  it  would  have  been  in  competi¬ 
tion  with  other  USX  mills.  “We  have 
several  Eastern  contacts  who  have 
shown  definite  interest  in  purchasing 
our  steel.” 

Not  only  is  there  a  potential  mar¬ 
ket,  but  Eager  said  a  high  work  ethic 
of  the  workers  at  Geneva  will  help 
keep  Geneva  in  business.  “The  work¬ 
ers  at  Geneva  have  always  been 
among  the  best  in  the  world  in  pro-

Have  we  valued 
and  protected  the  principles  laid  down  by  this  great  docu¬ 
ment?  Over  the  last  two  centuries,  President  Benson  said 
those  people  who  “do  not  prize  freedom  have  chipped 
away  at  every  major  clause  of  our  Constitution  until  today 
we  face  a  crisis  of  great  dimensions. 

“We  are  fast  approaching  that  moment  prophesied  by 
Joseph  Smith  when  he  said,  ‘Even  this  nation  will  be  on 
the  very  verge  of  crumbling  to  pieces  and  tumbling  to  the 
ground,  and  when  the  Constitution  is  on  the  brink  of  ruin, 
this  people  will  be  the  staff  upon  which  the  nation  shall 
lean,  and  they  shall  bear  the  Constitution  away  from  the 
very  verge  of  destruction,”’  he  said. 

President  Benson  asked  if  people  will  be  prepared. 
“Will  we  be  among  those  who  will  ‘bear  the  Constitution 
away  from  the  very  verge  of  destruction?”’ 

If  so,  people  must  be  righteous  and  moral.  “We  must 
live  the  gospel  principles  —  all  of  them.”  Also,  President 
Benson  said,  “We  must  learn  the  principles  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  then  abide  by  its  precepts.” 

People  must  become  involved  in  civic  affairs,  he  said. 
“As  citizens  of  this  republic,  we  cannot  do  our  duty  and  be 
idle  spectators.”  People  must  also  make  their  influence 
felt  by  their  vote,  letters  and  advice,  he  said. 

“I  have  faith  that  the  Constitution  will  be  saved  as 
prophesied  by  Joseph  Smith,”  said  President  Benson. 
“But  it  will  not  be  saved  in  Washington.  It  will  be  saved  by 
the  citizens  of  this  nation  who  love  and  cherish  freedom.”

Fires  regulated  for  4th

Traditionally,  the  Fourth  of  July 
weekend  has  local  firefighters  wait¬ 
ing  with  bated  breath  for  accidents  to 
happen,  but  starting  today  local  offi¬ 
cials  are  implementing  new  fire  regu¬ 
lations  to  help  ensure  a  safe  holiday. 

Uinta  National  Forest  Supervisor 
Don  Nebeker  announced  that  open 
fires  and  smoking  will  be  restricted  in 
all  federal  lands  along  the  entire 
Wasatch  Front. 

Effective  today,  campfires  will  be 
allowed  only  in  the  facilities  provided 
specifically  for  fires  in  approved 
campgrounds  and  picnic  areas. 

Smoking  will  be  permitted  at  im¬ 
proved  recreational  areas,-  in  motor 
vehicles  or  where  the  smoker  has 
scraped  clear  an  18-inch  diameter 
area  for  depositing  ashes  and  extin¬ 
guishing  matches  and  smoking  mate¬ 
rials. 

“This  weekend  has  the  potential  of 
being  especially  dangerous.  An  espe¬ 
cially  wet  winter  and  spring  caused  an 
increase  in  the  growth  of  grasses  and 
underbrush.  The  dry  summer  has  left 
the  state  more  vulnerable  to  fire,” 
said  Helen  Woods,  of  the  Office  of  the 
Forest  Supervisor. 

In  lands  east  of  the  Wasatch  Front, 
campers  are  advised  to  use  good 
safety  practices  and  consider  the 
added  fire  dangers  this  year.  Jerry 
Smith,  deputy  fire  staff  officer,  said 
campers  should  clear  an  area  six  to 
eight  feet  in  diameter  when  they  are 
building  a  fire. 

“There  has  been  a  red  flag  watch  in 
the  west  this  week  due  to  thunder 
storms  and  dry  winds.  Grass  fires  de¬ 
stroyed  four  or  five  houses  in  Reno, 


and  one  house  in  Boise  yesterday,” 
Smith  said. 

Fireworks  are  illegal  on  federal 
land,  he  said.  “Use  common  sense. 
Enjoy  legal  fireworks  displays  and  re¬ 
frain  from  taking  fireworks  out  where 
they  might  cause  danger.” 

“If  a  person  is  convicted  of  causing 
any  fire,  that  person  is  liable  for  all 
costs  to  supress  the  fire.  A  brush  fire 
around  here  can  easily  run  into  the 
thousands  or  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars,”  Smith  said. 

According  to  Utah  law  and  Provo 
city  ordinance,  fireworks  can  only  be 
discharged  three  days  prior  to,  on  the 
day  of,  and  three  days  following  July 
4,  July  24,  January  1,  and  the  Chinese 
New  Year. 

Only  class  “C”  fireworks  can  be  sold 
in  Utah  by  licensed  vendors.  Provo 
ordinance  states  that  no  noise-making 
devices  can  be  used  or  sold.  A  Provo 
police  officer  said  homemade  fire¬ 
works,  firecrackers,  and  other  ex¬ 
ploding  devices  are  illegal. 

On  Monday,  a  judge  fined  a  Provo 
man  $30  and  gave  him  a  three-day 
suspended  jail  sentence  for  setting  off 
firecrackers. 

According  to  Provo  city  ordinance, 
no  fireworks  may  be  discharged  in 
city  parks,  within  100  feet  of  any  place 
where  fireworks  are  sold  or  within 
300  feet  of  any  church,  hospital,  rest 
home  or  school  building. 

It  is  also  illegal  to  throw  fireworks 
from  a  moving  vehicle,  or  on  or  near 
any  person. 

Inspector  Chuck  Tandy,  of  the 
Provo  fire  department,  said,  “Noth¬ 
ing  scares  us  to  death  more  than  the 
possibility  of  children  getting  hurt  on 
the  Fourth.  Property  can  be  re¬ 
placed,  but  human  life  is  invaluable.”

Make  sure 
all  embers,  coals,  and  sticks  are  wet.

Mix  enough 
soil  with  embers  and  the  fire  will 
go  out.  Mix  well  and  feel  with 
your  hand  to  make  sure  it’s  out.

North  releases  papers  to  investigators 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  L.  North,  the  central  figure  in  the 
Iran-Contra  affair,  turned  over  personal  notes,  telephone  logs  and  other 
documents  Tuesday  to  congressional  investigators  after  being  granted  limited 
immunity  from  prosecution. 

North’s  papers,  long  sought  by  the  House  and  Senate  investigating  panels, 
were  contained  in  a  set  of  seven  black  loose-leaf  binders  turned  over  to  each 
committee  during  a  15-minute  closed  session  on  Capitol  Hill. 

The  papers  included  North’s  telephone  logs,  correspondence,  personal  cal¬ 
endars  and  copies  of  the  contents  of  21  spiral  notebooks  he  kept  during  the  time 
the  Iran  arms  sales  and  Contra  resupply  efforts  were  going  on,  a  committee 
aide  said.  Sensitive  intelligence  information  had  been  removed. 

North  also  answered  a  string  of  questions  designed  to  establish  that  he  has 
knowledge  of  the  affair  and  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  later  interrogation,  said 
the  aide,  speaking  on  condition  of  anonymity. 

The  Marine  officer,  wearing  his  ribbon-bedecked  uniform,  was  brought  into 
the  meeting  under  tight  security  and  was  shielded  from  reporters  as  he  came 
and  left  through  a  garage  entrance  in  a  House  office  building. 

North  was  to  return  late  Wednesday  for  questioning  that  will  focus  on  what 
he  knows,  if  anything,  about  any  knowledge  President  Reagan  might  have 
about  the  diversion  of  Iran  arms-sale  proceeds  to  aid  Nicaragua’s  Contra 


rebels. 


Meese  violated  disclosure  rules 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Attorney  General  Edwin  Meese  III  violated  finan¬ 
cial  disclosure  requirements  after  investing  $60,000  with  a  businessman  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Wedtech  scandal,  the  Office  of  Government  Ethics  said  Tuesday. 

Meese  voluntarily  invested  the  money  in  1985  with  W.  Franklyn  Chinn 
under  an  arrangement  that  fails  to  qualify  as  a  blind  trust  under  the  1978 
Ethics  in  Government  Act,  ethics  office  Director  David  Martin  said  in  a  letter 
to  a  Democratic  congressman. 

Martin  said  arrangements  like  the  one  Meese  had  with  Chinn  —  a  “limited 
blind  partnership”  —  fail  to  shield  the  attorney  general  from  the  requirement 
of  disclosing  outside  financial  interests  on  his  annual  disclosure  form. 

Martin’s  letter  to  Rep.  Gerry  Sikorski,  D-Minn.,  said  that  no  limited  blind 
partnership  “would  shield  an  executive  branch  official  from  being  deemed  to 
have  knowledge  of  outside  financial  interests  or  from  the  requirement  of 
disclosing  such  interests  in  a  public  financial  disclosure  report.” 


Former  Salt  Lake  County  Attorney  Ted  Cannon 
was  sentenced  to  30  days  in  jail  and  ordered  to  pay 
$2,500  in  fines  Monday  for  convictions  or  no  contest 
pleas  for  a  variety  of  misdemeanor  offenses. 

Third  District  Court  Judge  Leonard  Russon  im¬ 
posed  the  sentence  after  telling  Cannon  the  case 
had  been  “extremely  difficult”  for  him.  Russon  said 
normally  a  first  time  offender  convicted  of  class  B 
misdemeanor  charges  usually  would  receive  a  slap 
on  the  wrist  but  Cannon  was  an  unusual  defendant 
because  he  was  Salt  Lake  County  attorney  at  the 
time  of  the  offenses. 

“When  powerful  people  do  something  wrong,  it 
creates  a  fear  in  society,”  Russon  said.  “Power  is  a 
dangerous  thing.” 

Cannon’s  sentencing  was  the  result  of  charges  of 
criminal  defamation,  official  misconduct  and  two 
counts  of  assault  which  had  been  reduced  from 
original  felony  charges  of  forcible  sexual  abuse. 

Earlier  Monday  ,  Cannon  was  sentenced  to  nine 
months  unsupervised  parole  by  Third  District 
Court  Judge  Homer  F.  Wilkinson  after  Cannon 
plead  guilty  to  a  charge  of  attempted  misuse  of 
public  funds. 

Wilkinson  stayed  an  original  sentence  of  one  year 
in  jail  and  a  $1,000  fine  on  the  condition  Cannon 
remain  on  probation. 

Cannon,  who  served  two  terms  as  county  attor¬ 
ney  and  was  once  considered  the  most  powerful 


Victim  denied  Hofmann's  story  rights 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  district  judge  says  a  Salt  Lake  City  book¬ 
store  owner,  who  wants  to  sell  the  literary  rights  to  confessed  pipe-bomb  killer 
Mark  Hofmann’s  story,  must  first  secure  those  rights  from  Hofmann  by 
contract 

Third  District  Judge  Raymond  Uno  agreed  with  Assistant  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  William  Bannon  that  Hofmann,  32,  still  owns  the  rights  to  his  story  and 
issued  a  preliminary  injunction  Tuesday  preventing  Sam  Weller  from  selling 
them.  Weller  wants  to  recover  $14,000  Hoftnann  owed  him  for  breach  of 
contract 

Hoftnann  pleaded  guilty  earlier  this  year  in  a  plea  bargain  arrangement  to 
two  counts  of  second-degree  murder  in  the  Oct.  15, 1985,  bombings  that  killed 
two  people  and  to  two  counts  of  theft  by  deception. 

State  law  specifies  money  earned  as  a  result  of  a  crime  must  be  turned  over 
to  the  state’s  victim  compensation  fund. 

“Since  the  rights  are  held  by  Mr.  Hofmann,  any  money  generated  by  those 
rights  would  be  taken  by  the  state  and  distributed  to  the  victims,”  Bannon 
said. 


Orem  man  indicted  after  investigation 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Salt  Lake  County  grand  jury  investigating 
the  county  attorney’s  office  and  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  issued  its  final 
indictment  Tuesday,  charging  a  former  Emery  Mining  Corp.  accountant  with 
two  felony  counts  of  perjury. 

The  indictment  alleges  John  I.  Parker,  44,  Orem,  knowingly  made  false 
statements  to  the  grand  jury  May  5  while  under  oath. 

The  charges  mark  the  end  of  an  18-month  investigation  into  allegations  of 
wrongdoing  in  the  county  attorney’s  office  and  charges  of  mismanagement  at 
UP&L.  As  a  result  of  the  investigation,  indictments  were  returned  against 
former  Salt  Lake  County  Attorney  Ted  Cannon,  former  investigators  Ralph 
Tolman  and  Don  Harman  and  Emery  Mining. 

Emery,  which  operated  UP&L’s  coal  mines  from  1979  to  1986,  pleaded 
guilty  Saturday  to  second-degree  felony  charges  of  deceiving  UP&L  about 
Emery’s  “Salary  Continuation  Plan”  and  agreed  to  reimburse  the  utility  $1.25 
million.

prosecutor  in  the  state,  was  a  visibly  emotional  and 
defeated  man  as  he  appeared  in  the  two  courts  for 
sentencing. 

In  appealing  for  leniency,  Cannon  had  to  pause 
several  times  to  regain  his  composure  as  he  told 
both  judges  he  had  “been  punished  enough.  My 
public  reputation... has  been  severely  damaged.  I 
have  lost  my  ability  to  practice  law,  I  have  lost  all 
the  funds  I  had  saved  towards  retirement  and  I 
have  lost  the  thing  that  is  far  more  important  to  me 
than  all  the  rest. 

“As  a  direct  result  of  these  proceedings,  I  have 
lost  my  marriage  of  18  years,”  Cannon  said  of  his 
pending  divorce. 

In  his  statements  to  the  judges  Cannon  said  he 
“never  willfully  set  out  to  break  any  law  of  the  state 
of  Utah,  nor  did  I  ever  maliciously  intend  to  harm 
another  person.” 

However  special  prosecutor  Larry  Keller  said 
Cannon  reached  a  point  in  his  career  where  he 
believed  he  “was  above  the  law.”  Keller  said  Can¬ 
non  had  portrayed  himself  as  the  victim  rather  than 
the  perpetrator  but  it  was  “important  for  the  public 
to  see  just  what  he  did.” 

Prosecutors  asked  for  a  stiff  sentence  to  make  a 
statement  to  other  public  officials  that  they  are  not 
above  the  law,  and  to  the  public  at  large  that  “their 
elected  officials  will  be  punished  if  they  abuse  the 
power  given  to  them  by  the  electorate.” 

The  charges  against  Cannon  came  about  after  a 
special  Salt  Lake  County  grand  jury  was  formed  to 
investigate  alleged  wrongdoings  in  Cannon’s  office 


and  at  Utah  Power  and  Light.  Cannon  took  a  pa  ^ 
leave  of  absence  during  the  last  three  months  of  h 
term  after  the  jury  handed  down  several  indie 
ments  against  him. 

The  assault  charges  stemmed  from  allegatio; 
that  Cannon  sexually  harassed  office  secreta 
Shauna  Clark  and  Debra  Sauers.  Clark  curre: 
has  a  $1.2  million  lawsuit  pending  in  federal  dist 
court  relating  to  the  charge. 

Cannon  was  convicted  on  the  charges  of  crimir 
defamation  and  official  misconduct  after  a  ju 
found  Cannon’s  statements  about  a  local  televisi 
reporter  to  be  false,  malicious  and  made  with  t 
intention  of  ruining  the  reporter’s  credibility. 

Charges  of  attempted  misuse  of  public  fun 
were  filed  after  allegations  were  made  that  Cann 
had  used  his  personal  secretary  to  work  on 
re-election  campaign  in  1982,  even  though  the 
retary  was  working  on  county  time  and  being  p: 
with  taxpayer  funds. 

In  sentencing,  Russon  told  Cannon,  “You  ha 
been  injured,  we  can  all  see  that.  But  a  lot  of  otl 
people  have  been  injured  as  a  result  of  your  acts 

Russon  said  the  legal  profession,  the  judicials; 
tern  and  the  victims  of  Cannon’s  crimes  had  all  be 
harmed.  “This  has  been  a  very  sad  thing  for  ( r 
society  and  the  state  of  Utah,”  he  said. 

Cannon  was  also  ordered  to  pay  restitution^ 
both  judges.  The  amount,  which  could  run  into 
thousands  of  dollars,  will  be  determined  in  nego’ 
tions  between  Cannon’s  attorney  and  the  count 
prosecutors,  Wilkinson  said.

ductivity.  We  are  counting  on  that  in 
our  production.” 

In  addition  to  selling  steel  to 
buyers,  Eager  said  it  is  possible  BMT 
will  lease  pollution  credits  to  other 
industries.  Current  permits  from  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  al¬ 
low  Geneva  to  release  a  certain 
amount  of  pollution  into  the  atmo¬ 
sphere. 

Currently,  Eager  said  the  EPA  will 
not  allow  issuance  of  any  more  Utah 
County  pollution  credits  to  incoming 
or  existing  industries,  and  so  the  only 


credits  available  are  at  the  Geneva 
plant.  Pollution  caused  by  new  com¬ 
panies  would  have  to  be  offset  with  a 
reduction  of  pollution  from  other  pol¬ 
luting  industries. 

“Because  we  will  not  be  operating 
at  full  potential,  we  will  not  be  using 
all  the  pollution  credits  available  un¬ 
der  our  permits,”  Eager  said.  “It  is 
possible  we  would  sell  or  lease  these 
credits  to  other  companies.” 

Cannon  said  such  an  arrangement 
would  make  it  possible  for  other  in¬ 
dustry  to  come  to  Utah  County  with¬ 
out  increasing  the  level  of  pollution.

Bombing  a  test  or  being  flooded 
with  homework  are  perhaps  the  only 
potential  disasters  most  students  at 
BYU  seriously  think  about. 

However,  there  are  individuals 
here  who  are  very  serious  about  the 
possibilities  of  a  real  disaster  or  major 
crisis  on  or  near  campus. 

Because  they  understand  the 
importance  of  preparation,  espe¬ 
cially  for  a  university  of  this  mag¬ 
nitude,  an  emergency  operations 
committee  for  BYU  was  estab¬ 
lished. 

Today  the  committee  is  com¬ 
prised  of  key  administrators  and 
employees.  They  have  prepared 
an  extensive  plan  of  action  which 
will  enable  the  university  to  re¬ 
spond  to  everything  from  bomb 
threats  to  earthquakes. 

President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland 
appointed  Executive  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  John  B.  Stohlton  chairman 
and  director  of  the  school’s  emer¬ 
gency  preparedness  plan. 

Stohlton  said  the  safety  of  stu-  — 
dents  and  employees  is  a  major 
reason  for  the  plan.  “We  feel  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  absolutely  essential  to  our 
university,”  he  said.  “If  a  disaster 
should  occur  at  BYU,  it  would  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  comprehend  the  added  tur¬ 
moil  and  chaos  if  we  didn’t  have  an 
emergency  plan.” 

The  plan  was  actually  initiated  in 
1972,  but  it  immediately  magnified  in 
importance  after  the  Teton  Dam  in 
Idaho  broke  in  1976. 

Because  Ricks  College  was  not 
ready  to  handle  the  sudden  increase 
of  homeless  and  injured  people,  Dallin 
H.  Oaks,  former  BYU  president,  or¬ 
ganized  BYU’s  first  committee  to  im¬ 
prove  the  effectiveness  and  details  of 
the  emergency  plan. 

Most  committee  members  are  part 
of  an  organization  called  the  Disaster 
Task  Force.  In  the  event  of  a  crisis 
the  task  force  would  begin  operations 
and  implement  security,  communica¬ 
tion  and  safety  measures  to  maintain 
control  of  the  university. 

Sgt.  Dan  Clark,  a  task  force  mem¬ 
ber,  said,  “We  are  very  aware  of  the 
importance  of  thorough  preparation 
in  order  for  the  emergency  plan  to  be 
effective.  At  this  point  we  feel  it  (the 
plan)  is  90  percent  efficient  and  we  are 
continuing  to  work  at  improving  and 
refining  it.” 

Clark  added  that  University  Police 
is  also  participating  in  dry  runs.  Its 


responsibilities  are  to  protect  campus 
facilities,  implement  evacuation  mea¬ 
sures  and  close  the  campus  to  every¬ 
thing  but  emergency  vehicles. 

During  a  disaster,  a  ready-made 
program  called  Emergency  Opera¬ 
tions  Center  would  be  activated  and 
operated  by  members  of  the  task 
force.  Its  main  purpose  is  to  keep 
communication  open  between  key  of-

ficials  at  vital  locations  including  all 
affected  areas,  hospitals,  the  media, 
campus  and  local  police. 

George  H.  Bowie,  director  of  BYU 
public  affairs,  is  part  of  the  EOC  com¬ 
munications  team.  “The  operations 
center  is  extremely  important  to  our 
emergency  plan.  We  can’t  afford  to  be 
without  it.  And  in  the  event  the  build¬ 
ing  where  the  EOC  is  presently  lo¬ 
cated  is  destroyed,  we  would  be  be 
able  to  operate  out  of  a  mobile  unit 
that  has  been  installed  as  a  backup,” 
Bowie  said. 

Though  a  major  portion  of  the  plan 
is  set  up  to  aid  the  condition  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  students,  Bowie  hoped  some 
students  would  be  in  a  position  to  help 
the  plan  carry  out  its  objectives. 

“Many  students  are  majoring  in 
fields  that  could  assist  us  during  a 
disaster,”  said  Bowie.  He  said  in  the 
event  of  a  crisis,  those  in  electronics, 
the  ROTC  and  health  services,  have 
skills  which  could  help. 

EOC  member  Ryan  Thomas,  who 
is  also  assistant  dean  of  Student  Life, 
is  responsible  for  the  Disaster  Victim 
Information  Clearance  Center.  The 
DVICC  is  an  information  center  and 
radio  communication  system  that  col¬ 
lects  data  on  the  status  and  location  of 
students. 

“It’s  a  challenge  to  perfect,”  said 


Thomas.  “Right  now  we’re  attempt¬ 
ing  to  increase  the  speed  of  vital  infor¬ 
mation  that  is  relayed  from  hospitals, 
police,  etc.  to  a  computer-run  data 
base  system  in  the  center,”  he  said. 

Thomas  is  also  the  Student  Life 
representative  given  the  task  of  noti¬ 
fying  family  members  regarding  the 
status  of  dead  or  injured  persons  in 
the  event  of  an  accident  or  disaster. 

“I  sincerely  hope  we  never 
have  to  use  the  DVICC,”  said 
Thomas.  “However,  we’ve  re¬ 
ceived  tremendous  support  from 
school  officials  while  working  in 
cooperation  with  them,  and  I’m 
grateful  that  we’re  able  to 
provide  the  human  contact  to  the 
family  should  there  be  a  major 
problem.” 

Thomas  said  they  have  con¬ 
ducted  several  emergency  dry 
runs  in  conjunction  with  local 
hospitals  and  police  stations.  He 
said  in  addition,  BYU  students 
with  radio  ham  operator  licenses 
operate  the  two-way  radios 
which  provide  up-to-date  infor¬ 
mation  for  the  DVICC. 

—  Students  and  their  spouses  liv¬ 
ing  on  campus  are  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  school.  Clark  said,  “If 
necessary  BYU  is  prepared  to  take 
care  of  the  students  who  live  on  cam¬ 
pus  until  we  determine  it’s  safe  to 
send  them  home.” 

Clark  said  he  hoped  those  in  mar¬ 
ried  housing  had  emergency  plans  in 
their  wards  which  include  72-hour 
emergency  kits  and  roll-call  lists  as  a 
way  to  account  for  possible  missing 
individuals.' 

Many  committee  members  are  con¬ 
cerned  that  a  substantial  number  of 
students,  employees  and  faculty  will 


be  unprepared  to  properly  react  to  a 
major  campus  emergency. 

Clark  said  students  and  staff  need 
to  know  the  locations  of  emergency 
exits,  which  elevators  to  be  avoided, 
the  campus  emergency  phone  number 
and  what  their  responsibilities  are 
during  a  crisis. 

The  answers  to  these  and  other 
questions  can  be  obtained  from  vari¬ 
ous  sources. 

The  University  Police  have  in¬ 
serted  an  emergency  quick-fact  guide 
on  the  first  page  of  the  BYU  Services 
and  Directory  1986-87. 

In  each  building,  the  chief  custo¬ 


dian  (also  known  as  the  building  mar¬ 
shal)  is  another  important  source  of 
information. 

Milton  Guest,  chief  custodian  in  the 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  Tower,  said, 
“Our  first  responsibility  is  to  provide 
for  the  safety  of  the  patrons  in  the 
building.  Second,  we  check  the  build¬ 
ing  for  safety  hazards.” 

Though  Guest  believes  the  plan  is  a 
good  one,  he  expressed  concern  re¬ 
garding  the  lack  of  simulated  evacua¬ 
tions  from  the  buildings.  “The  only 
thing  we  can’t  train  for  is  individual 
panic,”  said  Guest.  “We  simply  don’t 
know  how  people  will  react.”

In  the  USA-Mobile  Track  and  Field 
Championships,  BYU  senior  and 
NCAA  champion  Julie  Jenkins  nar¬ 
rowly  missed  qualifying  for  the  World 
Championships  by  finishing  fourth  in 
the  800  meters  in  2:00.5. 

Jenkins  bettered  her  BYU  record 
by  a  second  and  turned  in  the  fastest 
time  by  a  collegiate  female  this  year. 

This  marks  the  second  consecutive 
year  that  Jenkins  has  finished  fourth. 
BYU  long-distance  coach  Pat  Shane 
believes  Jenkins  could  have  finished 
in  the  top  three  if  her  race  strategy 
had  been  different. 

“Julie  was  boxed  in  until  the  200- 
meter  mark,”  he  said.  “She  was  able 
to  improve  from  seventh  to  fourth 
place,  but  there  was  just  too  much 
ground  she  had  to  make  up.” 

The  top  three  places  in  each  event 
qualify  for  the  World  Championships 
in  Rome  at  the  end  of  August. 

Three  former  BYU  distance  run¬ 
ners,  however,  qualified  despite  diffi¬ 
cult  races. 

Henry  Marsh  held  off  challenges 
from  two  other  runners  to  win  the 
steeplechase  in  8:20.26. 


His  time  is  the  fastest  by  an  Ameri¬ 
can  this  year,  and  marks  the  ninth 
time  in  10  years  that  Marsh  has  been 
the  national  champion. 

“I’m  pleased  with  the  win,”  he  said. 
“I  wasn’t  sure  I  had  the  race  won  until 
the  last  barrier  when  I  caught  the  two 
leaders.” 

Ed  Eyestone,  four- time  NCAA 
champ,  locked  in  a  tough  10,000  meter 
race,  was  out  kicked  in  the  last  few 
meters  to  finish  third  in  28:28.85. 

“Because  of  the  heat,  no  one 
wanted  to  go  out  fast,”  Eyestone  said. 
“Strategical  races  like  that  favor  run¬ 
ners  with  a  better  kick.  I  feel  pretty 
good  about  my  performance.” 

Doug  Padilla,  former  national 
champ,  was  nipped  by  Sidney  Maree 
in  the  5,000  meters  to  finish  a  close 
second  in  13:52.61. 

Padilla,  who  has  been  in  a  slump  in 
recent  months,  turned  in  his  fastest 
5,000-meter  time  this  year. 

Other  participating  BYU  athletes 
in  the  meet  were  Russ  Meldrum,  who 
finished  10th  in  the  hammer  at  210- 
feet-3-inches;  Hui  Chen  Lee,  who 
placed  12th  in  the  womens  javelin; 
and  David  Sampson,  who  failed  to 
clear  the  opening  height  in  the  high 
jump.

Schneiter,  a  sophomore  from  Sandy. 
Franklin,  a  first-team  All-American 
in  1986,  is  academically  ineligible  for 
his  final  year  with  BYU  and  Schneiter 
has  decided  to  turn  pro. 

The  loss  creates  problems  for  Head 
Coach  Karl  Tucker  who  was  expect¬ 
ing  to  return  a  very  talented  and  ex¬ 
perienced  team  next  year.

“It  will 
be  tough  replacing  them.” 

He  said  the  problem  will  not  be  re¬ 
cruiting  more  talent,  but  replacing 
the  experience. 

Tucker  was  aware  of  the  troubles 
Franklin  was  having  with  his  grades 
and  expressed  disappointment  in  him 
for  not  making  the  effort  to  raise 
them.  “Brent  has  been  on  the  fence  all 
spring  because  of  his  grades,”  he  said. 

The  news  of  Schneiter’s  departure 
was  more  of  a  surprise.  It  came  like  a 


“bolt  out  of  the  blue.  We  had  no  clue 
he  would  leave,”  said  Tucker,  who 
added  he  “found  out  about  Steve  the 
day  after  the  NCAAs.”  Schneiter 
placed  13th  in  this  year’s  tournament. 

According  to  Tucker,  Schneiter  is 
not  ready  to  turn  pro  yet.  “I’ve  had 
players  finish  in  the  top  10  who  were 
not  ready  to  turn  pro.” 

Tucker  felt  Schneiter  would  be  the 
stabilizing  factor  on  next  year’s  team. 

“Steve  is  a  late  bloomer  and  has 
just  been  maturing  of  late.” 

The  Cougars  also  lost  Eduardo 
Herrera  to  graduation.  Herrera  won 
this  year’s  WAC  championship  and 
was  also  named  this  year’s  WAC 
player  of  the  year. 

The  nucleus  of  next  year’s  team  will 
be  Jonathan  Baker,  a  senior  from 
Mesa,  Ariz.;  Bruce  Brockbank,  a  se¬ 
nior  from  Provo;  and  Bill  Nicholl,  a 


senior  from  Jasper,  Alberta,  Canada. 
These  players  will  all  be  involved  in 
various  amateur  tournaments 
throughout  the  summer  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Cougars  will  have  some  out¬ 
standing  new  players  this  fall.  Tucker 
said  Brad  Sutterfield  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  the  Utah  state  4A  high  school 
champion,  will  be  one  of  the  new  re¬ 
cruits  joining  the  Cougars. 

Sutterfield  has  been  golfing  ex¬ 
tremely  well  during  the  month  of 
June.  He  won  the  John  Dropping 
Memorial  tournament  in  Boise,  the 
AJGA  Mission  Hills  tournament  in 
Palm  Springs,  Calif.,  and  the  Na¬ 
tional  High  School  Coaches  Associa¬ 
tion  tournament  in  New  Orleans.
